Chancellor Charles Smith 
has been promoted to Vice 
President for Administration 
for the state wide UT system, 
announced Jimmy Harrison, 
president of the Martin Bank ( 
and a member of the I'T Board' 
of Trustees, in a press 
conference held Frida v at 
UTM. 

The Board of Trustees also 
approved Nick Dunagan. 
UTM'a Vice Chancellor for 
Administration and Develop¬ 
ment. as Acting Chancellor 
until a permanent successor to 
Smith is found. 

'The decision to transfer 
from UTM to the UT System 
was exceedingly difficult. 
Without doubt, the years of 
service at Martin have been 
the most fulfilling and 
rewarding of my life. It has 
been a great pleasure to work 
with the UTM academic 
community and with the good 
people of West Tennessee." 
said Smith. 

Although the decision was 
difficult. Smith believes that 
an institution “can benefit 
from leadership chunges at 
five to seven-yeur intervals-a 
lime long enough to achieve 
worthy goals and objectives 
and short enough to maintain 
vigor and vitality." 

Smith's new position will 
make him the liaison for UT 
wjth the state government, 
legislators 'and the federal 
government. He will also be 
responsible for athletics in the 
UT system, facilities planning 
and building programs.

Smith, who will be third in 
rank of the UT System under 
President Edward J. Boling 
and .ly Johnson, the executive 
vice president, will take over 
some of the duties that Johnson 
has handled as executive vice 
president and vice president 
for development. 

“Joe Johnson's expanding 
role as the University's chief 
o|ieruting officer suggests the 
need for nn additional top-level 
vice president to share 
responsibilities at the highest 
level of University admmistra 
tion." said Holing "Joe 
Johnson and Charles Smith 
are tested veterans They work 
well together They form a 
forceful team," 

Smith said that in his new 
capacity with the UT System, 
he will continue to work closely 
with the Martin Campus, 
emphasizing that UTM'* 
project for improving the 
Facer stadium will Im under 
his control at the system level 
and he will lie-able to do more 
about the Pacer stadium from 
Knoxville than he could as 
Chancellor

Smith continues 
his rise through 
the UT-System

At Friday's press confer¬ 
ence. Dr. Charles Smith said 
that his greatest contribution 
to the Martin campus has been 
the development of a “can do 
spirit." 

"Our faculty and students 
can can stick out their chests 
and be proud to say. Tm from 
UTM."' he added. 

Smith mentioned establish¬ 
ing the first chair \>f 
excellence, balancing and 
stablizing the budget and 
increasing interest in the arts, 
but all of these would not have 
been achieved without the 
growing confidence and pride 
at UTM. 

Smith admitted that he had 
mixed emotions about leaving 
but added that the university 
was ready for n leadership 
change. 

"A campus this size needs to 
have a change in leadership 
every six or seven years." he 
explained. 

Before Smith came to 
Murtin. he gained experience 
inside and outside the UT 
system that made him 
especially capable of boosting 
UTM’s self-image. 

The UT Knoxville alumni 
worked on various newspapers 
before returning to UT as 
director of its news bureau and 
becoming DTK's director of 
public relations in 1968. 

In 1971. .Smith maintained 
this position while he also 
served as executive assistant to 
the chancellor at Knoxville. 

Smith left these positions in 
1973 to become executive 
assistant to the president of the 
UT system and two years later 
he became chancellor of UT 
Nashville and vice president 
for public service for the UT 
system. 

In August 1979. Smith 
became editor of the Nash ville 
Banner for five months until 
he left to come to UTM. 

As he continues to rise it) the 
UT system. Smith said he 
hopes to continue his work for 
UTM. 

"Thisactually puts me in a 
betterpi)iiition to help with the 
new PnceV,stadium." he said. 

Smith aided that he hopes 
he will be able to use his 
influence within the UT 
system to help Tennessee 
recruit industry and to 
strengthen the tics between 
the University community and 
the government. 
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UTM flourishes 
during Smith 
Administration 


At the fall faculty meeting a few weeks ago. Chancellor 
Charles Smith said in his address that UTM is lietter off today 
than it was at the end of the decade-a time in which 
practically every program and budget operating nt UTM was 
either stagnant or in a state of decline. Needless to say things 
were the same all across the country, and UTM was not spared 
its share of financial set-backs. 

But today the situation at UTM is much different. Take for 
example the merit scholarship endowment, which at the end 
of 1979 totaled $100,000. and today has reached the $1 million 
mark. This increase in privately endowed scholarships is just 
one of many areas in which UTM has excelled during recent 
years. 

With achievements like these it is not surprising that UTM's 
enrollment stands above all other Tennessee universities in 
pqrcentage growth even when the population of 18-year-olds 
has drop|ietl. 

The average salary of l *TM faculty has made a 58.5 percent 
' increase since 1979 Private giving has increased to over 
$900,000. which is three times what it was in 1979. And then 
there is the Chair of Kxcellence anil a Center of Excellence 
which was given to the UTM campus. 

The budgets in the academic departments have also risen in 
the last six years. This is the first time in the history of UTM 
that this has occurred. The budgets topped $500,000, with a 28 
percent increase in funding this year alone. 

An Academic S|>eaker.s Program and a Fine Arts Series 
have been established Imth of which seem to grow every 
month. 

During Chancellor Smith’s six years of service. UTM has 
benefited greatly And now as the Chancellor leaves UTM for 
the Knoxville campus, the staff of The Pacer would like to 
congratulate and thank Charles Smith for a job well done. 

However, there is no need to say good-bye since we will still 
have association with him in his new position as Vice 
President for the Administration for the whole l T Tsystem. As 
Chancellor Smith said m his remarks lust Friday, “supporters 
of UTM may be assured that they have ns|>eciul friend in the 
office of the vice president." 

And now for other matters concerning the change in 
administration. A letter was mailed to all faculty members 
from the Committee of Concerned Faculty asking them to 
attend a meeting yesterday at 3 p.m. The letter said that the 
purpose of the meeting was to discuss “the rightful role and 
responsibilities of UTM faculty under the present leadership 
frisi*." While the change in the office of the chancellor is 
certainly cause for the committee to discuss the faculty’s role 
in administrative decisions, it is hardly a "leadership crisis.” 

Nick Dunagan is mode than qualified to serve as the interim 
ehuncellor. The ap|iearunce of the letter could damage morale 
in the office of Acting Chancellor Dunagan. Perhaps an 
a|M)logy is in order for what we're sure is just an ill turned 
phase. 


We really do have so much 
flourishing talent a UTM 
student, faculty, even administra¬ 
tive talenttonly kidding)! Toward 
the end of spring quarter we were 
treated to perhaps the most 
intensive display of this pervasive 
talent that 1 personally have 
witnessed in my many years at 
this university. I am speaking of 
the spring performance of The 
Passion According to St. John in 
honor of the tricentcnnial 
celebration of the birth of Johann 
Sobstian Bach. Over the years we 
may have had numerousoccasiona 
to hear the UTM Choral Society 
and the Choralairs sing, to watch 


Earl Norwood and John Mulhesen 
direct, and to hear Marilyn 
Jewett. Barb Jones. Bob 
Pcckham. Stan Farr, and Dwight 
Gntwood sing. We have also 
listened to Robert Stewart play his 
impeccable harpsichord and have 
heard the fine orchestal playing of 
the likes of Charles I^cwis. Gil 
Carp and Carla Field. But when in 
all these years have we 
experienced this magnificent 
ensemble singing and pluving the 
engaging melodies and inspiring 
harmonies of the world's greatest 
composer? 

I firmly believe Bach wrote 
these choral works for such a 


group. H^wa* a small town 
musician most of his Ijfe. 
succumbing to the lure of Berlin 
and Iicipzig only occasionally 
throughoul his long professional 
career. As a Christian artist he 
knew that the people were the only 
true audience for the commited 
composer. These choral works 
must have been aim posed under 
the same influences thut inspired 
medieval dramatists to pen their 
Christmas and Easter plays for 
the guildsmen and tradesjieopleof 
their era. More than unything, 
these dramatic and musicul 
legends communicate the truths of 
Christian experience, truths at 


once inspiring and practical, 
beautiful and commanding. 

I have left UTM after sixteen 
years. I will miss everyone I have 
known and loved there, especially 
friends, but. also the general 
student body and my wonderful 
colleagues. If I learned anything 
in those good years at Martin, it 
was that people create whatever is 
beautiful-und whatever is ugly- 
in their own lives. Thia is painfully 
apparent at UTM, as remote as it 
is from any cultural center. 
UTM's “Passion” will remain one 
of my favorite memories of the 
school.

Jill Emerson, n senior 
economic* major, left Tuesday for 
llirosaki City, Japan, to begin a 
year of study as an exchange 
student with Hirosaki University. 


Jill received a Japanese 
Ministry of Education Academic 
Scholarship valued at over 
$15,000 which provides for full 
tuition, books, round trip 
transiiortation. medical expenses 
and living expenses. 


While in Japan. Jill will take 
courses in her major as well as 
courses in the Japanese language. 
She also plans to travel 
extensively during her stay. 

“1 am a little nervous because I 
have heard that the Japanese 
culture is so different from our 
own," said the twenty-one year old 
Bells native. “But I feel that I'll be 
able to adjust to the culture and, 
hopefully, learn a lot about the 
Japanese as well." 


Recipient* of the scholarship 
are selected on the basis of their 
academic performance, interest in 
and knowledge of the Japanese 
culture, and potential for 
successful completion of the 
exchange program. Later this fail 
three Hirosaki students will 
arrive at UTM for a yearof study. 
UTM and Hirosaki University 
have participated in this 
international exchange program 
since 1981. 

“This academic exchange 
program with our sister 
university in Japan gives our best 
students an opportunity to live in a 
foreign country, experience and 
study the Japanese culture and 
study at one of Japan's finest 
universities. I am pleased that Jill 
has been awarded this tremen¬ 
dous honor and unique opportun¬ 
ity and I am certain that she will 
do very well during her year in 
Japan." said Dr. John Eisterhold. 
dean of International Programs 
and Extended Services. 


Jill, whose special interest in 
economics lies in international 
business, believes that this 
opportunity to study abroad is 
invaluable to her future career. 

"I want to teach economics and 
foreign language* at the college 
level eventually. My year in Japan 
will provide an excellent 
opportunity to study the language 
first-hand, in addition to studying 
French, economics,and business. 
And of course I want to take 
advantage of the travelling 
opportunities while 1 urn there." 
said Jill. 

Because she applied as a junior 
and was not accepted. Jill was 
hoping to get a better shot at the 
scholarship after completing a

Dr. John Pisciotta. Stevens 
Professor of Private Enterprise at 
Baylor University, said that 
controlling the budget deficit is 
the most important project for the 
second term of Reagan's 
administration. 

Pisciotta, who spoke Monday 
night as part of the fall series of 
UTM Academic Speakers, said 
that “the young people have the 
biggest stake in this rate of 
economic growth: I think the 
budget deficit threatens that 
economic growth." 


n ' Pisciotta. who described 
himself as a middle-of-the-road 
'!■' Reagan supporter, explained that 
• usually a budget deficit causes an 
s ‘ inflation, but the Reagan 


views economy 


Pisciotta also pointed out that 
when Reagan took office, he 
promised to promote employment, 
economic growth, price stability 
and to balance the budget by 1984 
In 1984 the budget deficit stood at 
$173 billion. 

"President Reagan wanted to 
promote economic growth by 
relying on the private sector not 
the government sector."Pisciotta 
said. 

In Reagan'* deficit reduction 
package, he proposed $55.5 billion 
in spending cuts for fiscal 1986. 
There wel-e no cut* in Social 
Security as proposed by ttyl 
Senate. There was no freeze on 
defense spending as proposed by 
the House and no program 
terminations a* proposed by the 
administration. 


Pisciotta's second area of 
discussion was lax reform, which 
he feels would not be as big of a loss 
if it fell to the wayside, when 
compared with the budget deficit. 


‘There can be no tax cuts across 
the board with the deficit, and the 
only way to get tax rates down is 
through tax reform."Pisciotta 
said. 

He briefly explained Reagan's 
proposer! lax reform, which is 
titled “Tax Reform for Simplicity. 
Fairness and Growth." by 
showing Reagan's condensed 
version of 11 tax rates into three 
0-$25,000 (15%). $25.000 75.000 
(26%) and $75,000 and up (35%)

Security cuts, then switching to 
the side of the Dcmocrats."Piaci- 
otta said. 

Pisciotta pointed out that it is 
not necessarily a disaster for the 
economy, just a disappointment.

David Byrne is the lead singer 
and writer for the Talking Heads 
and David feels just fine these 
day*- He's got a new lover, a new 
home and a new attitude. David's 
fine feeling show* up on the new 
album LiUleCrcaturesand that’s 
good for us. 


Little Creatures is Byrne's 
public purging and a fresh start 
for the Heads. The LP is free of the 
chaotic lyrics and hectic pace of 
former works that have turned 
many critics (and listeners) 
ngainst the band in the past. A 
large part of this turn-around is 
due to Byrne's new fra motif mind 
The album's statement is 
evidently as simple as. “Oh. make 
me happy and you make me guud.“ 

Little Creature*' music is the 
beat (as a whole) that the bund has 
ever composed, running the 
gamut from folk ballad to reggae 
This is the first Heuds' album that 
gives the listener the impression 
that "u good time was had by all" 
during the recording. 

Tina Weymouth, an excellent 
singer, is finally given the chance 
to back Byrne’s strong lead vocals 
with equally strong background 
work--an element sorely missed on 
previous LP's and one of the many
